diary fire which 
almost 
destroyed 
Wicboldt's furniture store at 1302-10 
Belmont 
avenue, 
Chicago, 
Sunday 
evening. 


Added to the evidence of incendiar­ 
ism found that evening. Attorney H o ­ 
gan now is in possession 
of 
other 
facts which he bclievs just fy the ap­ 
prehension of both father and daugh­ 
ter. 
Ile contends that the two spent 
probably eight hours Sunday arrang­ 
ing for a fire which would have swept 
the establishment but for the skill of 
the fire department. 
Besides an arrangement of furni­ 
ture, saturated with coal oil in such a 
mailer as to produce a veritable bon­ 
fire 
when 
ignited. 
A ttorney 
Hogan 
found a large skylight in the roof, 
wit ch was reached by a ladder left 
standing by the incendiary, thrown 
open in such a manner as to create a 
fierce draft as soon as the fire was 
started. 
Th e evidence which he as: 
serts points the identity of the incen­ 
diary he refuses to make public. 
W hile the search was b o n g made 
for the accused detectives sought also 
to find another daughter. Agatha, 30 
years old, who for some time has lived 
with friends in Chicago. 
T h e y were 
unable, however, to ascertain her ad- 
dress. 
A son. W alter, proprietor of 
a dry goods store at Belmont 
and 
Ashland avenues, told the police he 
knew nothing of his father's where­ 
abouts or of the burning of the store.

behalf of three creditors, whose claims 
amounted to about Si.OOO.

ST. PA U L, Minn., Jan. 
30.—The 
first step on the part of the Minneso­ 
ta legislature to bring the railroads 
to time in the m atter of passenger 
rates was taken today when the house 
committee on railroads began a pub­ 
lic hearing o n * the 2-cent fare' bills. 
Four bills have been prepared, but 
none of them is in just the form that 
is satisfactory to the committee, and 
it is probable that an entirely new 
measure will be drafted and reported 
as soon as the present hearings are 
concluded. 
The railroads mean to put up a stiff 
fight against the establishment of a 
2-cent fare basis, and have prepared 
statistics'to show that with such a re­ 
duction that passenger traffic would 
be conducted at a loss. 
It is be­ 
lieved, however, that they will be 
glad to compromise on the basis of 
2x/2 cents. The m ajority of the house 
committee favors the 2-cent 
m axi­ 
mum. but is ready to give the rail­ 
roads a full hearing before

Henry Rochfort 


Henry Rochfcrtc, one of the best 
known editors and public 
men 
of 
France, was born in Paris, January 
30, 1831. 
His carcer has been a tu­ 
multuous one. 
In 1865 lie cstabl shed 
the “ Lanterne,” which soon had ail 
enormous cirulation. 
The paper was. 
however suppressed, 011 account of 
its violent attacks upon the imperial 
aniily. 
M. 
Rochefort 
was 
con­ 
demned to a 
year’s 
imprisonment, 
which he escaped by fleeing to Bel­ 
gium, where lie continued to publish 
the paper. 
In 1869 lie was permitted 
to return to Paris, and the same year 
he founded 
the 
‘‘Marseillaise,” 
in 
which Victor Noir was a collaborator. 
The attacks in this journal 011 Prince 
Pierre Bonaparte led to the assassina­ 
tion of Victor Noir by the prince. 
The paper was suppressed, and M. 
Rochefort committed to prison. 
On 
the proclamation of the republic the 
following year he was released by 
the mob. 
He was president of the 
commission of barricades during the 
siege of Paris, and was elected to the 
national assembly. 
But he was still 
an editor first of all and his paper 
violently assailed the government of 
Versailles, and M. Thiers personally. 
In May, 1871, he was tried by court 
martial and sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for life. 
Subsequently lie was 
transported to New Caledonia, but cf 
footed bis escape in 1874. 
The gen 
oral amnesty of 1880 permitted him to 
return to Paris, where he has since 
spent his time chiefly in attacking all 
governments in turn.
